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President  Heber  J.  Grant  dedicates  shaft  at  Hill  Cumorah 

Dedicatory  Prayer  offered  at  the  Unveiling  of  the  Monument 
to  the  Angel  Moroni 


With  the  monument  to  the  Angel 
Moroni  dedicated  on  the  Hill  Cumorah, 
President  Heber  J.  Grant  on  Monday, 
July  22,  announced  plans  for  the  erection 
in  the  near  future  of  another  monument  of 
great  interest  in  Church  history. 

The  next  monument  will  be  that  to  be 
raised  at  Winter  Quarters,  marking  the 
place  from  which  the  major  treks  across 
the  plains  began  under  the  leadership  of 
Brigham  Young. 

The  two  monuments  will  form  links  in 
a  chain  marking  the  beginning  of  two 
great  events — that  on  the  Hill  Cumorah, 
the  beginning  of  Church  history,  through 
the  first  vision  in  the  Sacred  Grove  and 
the  coming  forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
and  that  at  Winter  Quarters  marking  the 
beginning  of  the  great  march  westward  to 
Utah. 

The  dedication  of  the  monument  on  the 
Hill   Cumorah   on    Sunday,    the   21st,   by 


President  Heber  J.  Grant  began  a  series 
of  meetings  that  lasted  for  four  days. 

On  Monday,  special  services  were  held 
in  the  Sacred  Grove  not  far  from 
Cumorah,  meetings  being  held  from  7.30 
to  8.30  a.m.,  from  10  to  12  noon,  and 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

Members  of  the  general  authorities 
spoke  at  each  service  and  special  music 
was  given.  Among  the  songs  used  was 
"  O  How  Lovely  was  the  Morning,"  re- 
ferring to  Joseph  Smith's  first  vision. 

The  dedicatory  service  on  the  hill  on 
Sunday  was  attended  by  more  than  2,000 
persons,  including  Church  officials,  mis- 
sionaries and  lay  members  from  all  parts 
of  the  eastern  states  and  Canada. 

It  received  wide  publicity. 

Several  news  reel  companies  sent  crews 
of  men  there  to  take  sound  pictures  of  the 
events  to  be  shown  in  news  reels  af  motion 
picture  theatres  all  over  the  country. 
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The  services  began  at  9.45  in  the  morn- 
ing with  electrical  transcriptions  of  selec- 
tions by  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  choir 
and  organ. 

President  Grant  Presides. 

A  flag  raising  ceremony  had  been  held 
at  sunrise. 

President  Grant  presided  at  the  sessions 
which  formally  opened  at  10  a.m.,  with  a 
bugle  call  from  the  hill  top.  A  group  of 
mission  trumpeters  played  the  "  Nephite 
Lamentation,"  and  Roscoc  A.  Grover,  as- 
sociated with  the  Eastern  States  Mission 
office,  read  a  selected  passage  of  scrip- 
ture. 

The  mission  trumpeters  played  "  An 
Angel  From  On  High,"  after  which  the 
entire  congregation  sang  "  Now  Let  Us 
Rejoice." 

A  double  mixed  quartet  sang  "  The 
Morning  Breaks,  the  Shadows  Flee," 
after  which  President  Don  B.  Colton,  of 
the  Eastern  States  Mission,  in  whose 
territorial  jurisdiction  the  Hill  Cumorah  is 
situated,  delivered  an  address  of  greeting, 
explaining  briefly  the  purpose  of  the 
gathering. 

Edwin  F.  Tout  sang  "  The  Soul's 
Awakening."  Other  musical  numbers  in- 
cluded the  singing  of  "  O  My  Father  "  by 
Margaret  Romaine,  noted  eastern  soloist, 
and  a  former  resident  of  Utah  ;  "  Hail  to 
the  Brightness  of  Zion's  Glad  Morning." 
bv  Rulon  Y.  Robison,  another  former 
Utahn,  who  is  now  associated  with  the 
Boston  Conservatory  of  Music ;  and 
"  What  was  Witnessed  in  the  Heavens," 
a  congregational  selection. 

President  McKay  Speaks. 

President  David  O.  McKay  delivered 
the  dedicatory  address.  Sketch'ng  the 
history  of  the  Church,  he  said  that  he 
knew  of  no  monument  in  the  world  with 
wh;ch  greater  thmgs  were  associated. 

President  McKay  declared  that  the 
monument  was  a  testimony  to  all  the 
world  of  the  fact  of  the  resurrection  from 
the  dead,  for,  as  he  pointed  out,  Moroni, 
who  lived  about  420  AD.,  came  back  to 
Joseph  Smith  in  the  nineteenth  century, 
as  one  from  the  dead. 

Expresses  Gratitude. 

It  is  a  monument  to  answer  the  ques- 
tion of  the  ages  • — If  a  man  die.  shall  he 
live  again?  We  must  in  the  testimony 
of  Toseph  Smith  say  that  if  a  man  die,  he 
shall  live  again." 


President  McKay  said  that  the  erection 
of  the  monument  is  not  as  an  expression 
of  the  wealth  of  the  Church,  or  deeds, 
great  as  they  were,  that  took  place  be- 
tween the  years  1820  and  1830  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  hill.  He  declared  the 
monument  to  have  been  erected  as  an  ex- 
pression of  gratitude  for  the  restoration 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

Near  the  close  of  the  services,  drapes 
were  removed  from  the  tall  shaft,  and 
President  Grant  formally  dedicated  it  and 
the  surrounding  region;  expressing  grati- 
tude in  his  prayer  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Gospel  and  the  visitation  of  angelic 
personages  through  whom  the  powers  of 
the  priesthood  were  again  conferred  upon 
mortal  men. 

The  concluding  song  was  "  We  Thank 
Thee,   O   God,   for  a  Prophet." 

Other  Meetings  Held. 

Services  were  held  Sunday  afternocn, 
beginning  at  4  p.m.,  and  again  at  7.30 
p.m.  Speakers  for  these  services  included 
others  of  the  visiting  officials  from  Salt 
Lake,  John  V.  Bluth,  of  Toronto,  former 
president  of  the  Canadian  Mission,  and 
James  H.  Moyle,  of  Washington,  D.C., 
former  president  of  the  Eastern  States 
Mission. 

Among  those  who  came  from  Salt  Lake 
were  President  Rudger  Clawson,  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve ;  Elders  George 
Albert  Smith,  Melvin  J.  Ballard  and 
Charles  A.  Callis,  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve ;  John  H.  Taylor,  of  the  First 
Seven  Presidents  of  Seventies,  and  Pre- 
siding Bishop  Sylvester  Q.  Canncn. 

Musical  selections  for  the  afternoon 
were  provided  by  Mr.  Robiscn,  Miss 
Romaine  and  Constance  Reese  Hills.  In 
addition  to  the  Church  authorities,  ad- 
dresses were  given  bv  Judge  S.  Nelson 
Sawyer  and  Judge  Robert  F.  Thompson. 

The  evening  service  included  a  concert, 
the  programme  of  which  follows  :

DEDICATORY  PRAYER. 

Following  is  the  complete  text  of 
President  Heber  J.  Grant's  dedicatory 
prayer,  delivered  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
monument  to  the  Angel  Moroni  on  the 
crest  of  the  Hill  Cumornh,  near  Palmyra, 
N.Y.,  July  21:— 

God,  our  heavenly  and  eternal  Father, 
the  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  the  Father 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world,  the  Saviour  of  mankind,  we  thank 
thee  that  thou  hast  again  seen  fit  to  re- 
store to  the  earth  the  plan  of  life  and  sal- 
vation, whereby  men  and  women,  through 
obedience  to  the  laws  that  thou  hast  re- 
vealed, can  come  back  into  thy  presence 
and  dwell  with  thee  forever. 

O  Father,  we  thank  thee  from  the  bot- 
tom of  our  hearts  that  thou  didst  see  fit  to 
reveal  thyself  and  thy  Son  to  the  boy, 
Joseph  Smith.  We  thank  thee  that  we 
have  no  doubt  in  our  minds  regarding  thy 
personality,  that  in  very  deed  thou  didst 
declare  to  all  the  world  by  thy  personal 
visitation  and  the  visitation  of  thy  Son, 
that  man  was  created  in  the  image  of  his 
Maker. 

Grateful  for  Plates. 

We  thank  thee,  O  Father,  in  heaven, 
that  thou  didst  allow  thy  devoted  and 
faithful  nrophet,  Moroni,  to  visit  the  boy 
Joseph  Smith,  that  thou  didst  allow  him 
for  four  long  years  to  meet  the  proohet  on 
this  hill  and  instruct  him  reearding  the 
princioles  of  the  Gospel,  and  fit  and  pre- 
pare him  to  stand  at  the  head  of  thy 
Church,  again  established  upon  the  earth, 
the  Church  of  thv  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

We  are  grateful.  Father,  for  the  deliv- 
ery unto  him  of  the  plates,  and  that  he 
was  inspired  of  thee,  thmueh  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  urim  and  thummim  tha1: 
was  placed  in  his  hands,  to  translate  <he 
holy  scriptures  as  recorded  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

We  are  thankful,  Heavenlv  Fa^hc,  that 
as  the  years  come  and  go  thou  hast  seen 
fit  to  uncover  evidences  regarding  the  di- 
vinitv  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged. We  thank  thee,  Father,  that  the 
claims  that  were  made  against  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  that  it  was  false  because  there 


were  no  dwellings  that  had  been  erected 
of  cement  to  be  found  upon  this  land  and 
that  therefore  the  book  was  false.  We 
are  grateful  that  such  dwellings  have  been 
discovered,  that  mounds  are  being  un- 
covered, and  that  under  those  mounds, 
not  far  from  the  city  of  Mexico,  splendid 
cement  dwellings  have  been  found. 

Radio  Answers  Critics. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  radio,  whereby 
the  ridicule  of  the  statement  in  the  Book 
of  Mormon  that  the  voice  of  Jesus  was 
heard  all  over  the  land,  can  be  success- 
fully met.  This  statement  was  ridiculed 
because  it  was  thought  that  the  human 
voice  carried  only  a  few  hundred  feet,  but 
to-day,  through  the  d:scovery  of  the 
radio,  the  voice  can  be  heard  arcund  the 
world. 

We  are  grateful  that  the  ridicule  of 
that  part  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  which 
says  that  there  were  horses  upon  this  con- 
tinent, has  been  satisfactorily  answered. 
It  was  thought  that  because  there  were 
no  horses  to  be  found  here  when  Colum- 
bus arrived,  that  statement  was  untrue, 
but  skeletons  of  horses  and  other  animals 
have  been  dug  out  of  the  oil  wells  in 
California. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  special  manifestations  that 
have  been  given  to  individuals,  yes  even 
millions  of  manifestations,  as  to  the  di- 
vinity of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Thankful  for  Priesthood. 

We  are  grateful,  O  Father,  that  thou 
didst  allow  John  the  Baptist,  who  held 
the  Aaronic  priesthood,  the  power  and 
authority  to  baptize  the  Saviour,  to  appear 
to  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery,  and 
that  he  did  bestow  upon  them  this  priest- 
hood and  this  power.  Our  hearts  ro  o  it 
in  gratitude  that  the  apostles  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  Peter,  James  and  Tohn,  ca^ne 
to  the  earth,  laid  their  hands  uron  the 
heads  of  the  Prophet  Tosenh  Sirrah  and 
Oliver  Cowdery  and  restored  the  higher 
or  Melchizedek  priesthood,  and  the  r>ros- 
tleship  that  was   not  upon   the  ear^h. 

We  humbly  pray  unto  thee  that  those 
of  us  who  have  received  the  ordinance  of 
baotism,  those  of  us  who  ha^e  been  or- 
dained to  the  higher  nriecthood.  ~nd  all  ~r 
those  that  b*ive  received  a  tes'imonv  °f 
the  divinitv  of  the  work  that  has  been 
established  — we  humblv  prav  fhat  thou 
wilt  help   us   to  live   that,  our  lives   may 
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proclaim  the  divinity  of  the  work  in  which 
we  are  engaged. 

Church  Endures. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  organization 
of  thy  Church  and  for  its  wonderful 
growth.  We  are  grateful  beyond  expres- 
sion that  notwithstanding  the  opposition 
and  the  lying  statements  that  were  sent 
out  here  in  the  state  of  New  York  and  the 
persecutions  of  the  people  which  made  it 
necessary  to  move  to  Ohio,  the  then 
frontier,  that  yet  thy  people  prospered  and 
that  the  numbers  grew  in  the  Church. 

We  are  thankful  that,  notwithstanding 
the  opoosition  that  was  so  great  in  Ohio, 
that  the  people  moved  to  Missouri,  still 
thou  didst  see  fit  to  prosper  the  people, 
and  that  thou  didst  touch  the  hearts  of 
people  and  they  embraced  the  Gospel, 
notwithstanding  these  persecutions. 

Asks  Inspiration. 

We  are  thankful  beyond  all  the  power 
which  thou  hast  given  us  with  which  to 
express  our  thoughts  that  notwithstand- 
ing an  exterminating  order  of  the  gover- 
nor of  the  state  of  Missouri,  that  notwith- 
standing Joseph  Smith  and  others  had 
been  sentenced  to  be  shot  the  following 
morning,  thou  didst  preserve  the  lives  of 
these  men,  and  that  one  of  the  greatest 
of  all  the  great  revelations  that  have  come 
to  thy  people  was  given  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  in  Liberty  jail  shortly  after 
this  decree  of  his  death  had  been  made. 

We  pray  that  whenever  we  rend  that 
marvellous  and  wonderful  revelation  the 
inspiration  of  the  living  God  may  be  g-iven 
to  us,  that  we  may  keep  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord. 

We  are  grateful,  Father,  that  notwith- 
standing the  expulsion  of  our  people  from 
Missouri,  thou  didst  bless  and  prosper 
them,  and  that  they  built  a  magnificent 
temple  in  Nauvoo.  And  that  a  great  citv 
was  established  there,  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  and  in  fact  the  largest  city,  if 
I  am  not  in  error,  in  the  entire  state  of 
Illinois. 

Prophecy  Fulfilled. 

But  through  the  animosity  rnd  the 
hatred  and  the  falsehoods  of  peoole,  again 
the  Latter-dav  Samts  were  driven,  and 
they  travelled  1.500  miles  out  into'  the 
desert  country  of  the  Sait  Lake  valley. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  preservation  of 
the  people.  We  are  grateful  that  a 
prophecy    has    been    fulfilled    which    was 


uttered  just  before  his  martyrdom  by  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Mississippi  river. 

"  I  prophesied,"  he  said,  "  that  the 
saints  would  continue  to  suffer  much  per- 
secution, that  many  would  be  put  to  death 
by  our  persecutors,  others  would  lose  their 
lives  in  consequence  of  exposure  and 
disease,  but,  some  of  you  shall  live  to  go 
and  build  cities  and  settlements,  and  see 
the  Saints  become  a  mighty  people  in  the 
midst  of  the  Rocky  Mountains." 

We  are  grateful  that  they  have  become 
a  mighty  people.  From  Canada  on  the 
north  to  Mexico  on  the  south.  We  have 
112  stakes  of  Zion,  and  thy  spirit  and 
thy  blessing  have  attended  the  men  and 
the  women  who  have  been  appointed  to 
preside  in  these  stakes  and  who  have  been 
called  to  preside  over  the  various  quorums 
of  the  priesthood,  and  over  the  female  Re- 
lief society,  the  Sunday  schools,  the 
Primaries  and  the  Young  Men's  and 
Young  Women's  associations. 

We  are  grateful  that  in  the  far-off  land 
of  Hawaii  a  stake  of  Zion  has  teen  organ- 
ized. Thy  people  have  in  every  way  be- 
come a  great  and  a  mighty  people,  fulfill- 
ing the  prophecy  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi 
river. 

We  are  truly  grateful  unto  thee,  our 
Heavenly  Father,  for  the  hospitality  of 
the  people  in  this  section  of  the  country. 
We  are  grateful  that  the  spirit  of  opposi- 
tion has  disappeared.  We  are  thankful 
that  the  reputation  of  thv  people  has 
changed  and  that  to-dav  from  New  York 
to  San  Francisco,  from  Canada  to  Mexico, 
to  be  known  as  a  Latter-day  Sa:nt  living 
the  Gospel,  is  of  great  value. 

The  reputation  of  the  Saviour  was  such 
that  he  was  crucified  but  after  he  has  been 
dead  for  nearly  2.000'  vears  men  are  be- 
ginning to  find  that  his  teachings  were 
for  the  benefit  of  everv  living  soul,  not 
only  in  this  life,  but  if  lived  will  bring 
exaltation  in  the  life  to  come. 

Faults  Lacking. 

We  are  grateful  that  no  one  can  find 
fault  with  the  teaching's  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  that  our  religion  is  in  absolute 
harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  Bible. 
We  are  thankful,  O  Father,  for  these 
things  and  we  humbly  prav  unto  thee  that 
our  minds  may  never  become  darkened, 
that  we  may  never  depart  from  the  truth, 
that  we  mav  never  break  anv  of  the  cove- 
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nants  that  we  have  made  with  thee;  but 
that  as  we  grow  in  years  and  increase  in 
understanding,  we  may  grow  in  the  light, 
knowledge  and  testimony  of  the  divinity 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  that  we  have 
espoused. 

May  we  ever  be  faithful  to  the  com- 
mandments in  Holy  Writ.  May  we  ever 
remember  the  teachings  of  the  Saviour 
while  here  upon  the  earth  among  the 
Nephites,  after  his  resurrection,  and  his 
teachings  to  his  followers  and  apostles 
upon  the  other  continent.  We  humbly 
pray,  O  Father,  that  thy  spirit  shall  ever 
abide  with  us. 

We  are  thankful  above  all  things  for 
the  restoration  to  the  earth  of  the  priest- 
hood, the  power  to  minister  in  the  name 
of  thine  only  Begotten  Son,  which  has 
been  given  to  us  of  thee,  and  by  the 
authority  of  that  priesthood,  O  Father, 
and  in  the  name  of  our  Redeemer,  we 
dedicate  unto  thee  at  this  time  this  monu- 
ment that  has  been  erected  upon  this 
sacred  hill. 

We  dedicate  the  hill  itself  and  the 
ground  surrounding  it  and  all  of  the 
materials  that  have  been  used  in  this 
monument ;  and  we  humbly  pray  unto  thee 
that  it  may  be  preserved  from  the  ele- 
ments, and  that  it  may  stand  here  as  a 
testimony  of  God,  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of 
the  dealings  of  Jesus  Christ  with  the 
people  that  lived  ancientlv  upon  this 
continent. 

These  things  we  do  in  humility,  in 
gratitude  and  in  thanksgiving  to  thee,  by 
the  authority  of  the  priesthood  of  God, 
and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.       Amen.

WHAT  SHALL  WE  SEEK? 

Editorial — from  Deseret  News. 

Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
His  righteousness,  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you." — Matthew  6, 
33. 

Men  generally  do  not  fully  realize  the 
profound  insight  of  the  Man  of  Nazareth 
when  he  gave  expression  to  the  above 
thought.  What  did  Jesus  mean  by  seek- 
ing the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His 
righteousness?  We  believe  that  he  meant 
that  the  one  great  thing  which  a  true  man 
should  seek  is  such  a  condition  of  the 
world  as  shall  give  the  light,  the  truth, 
the  righteousness  of  God  free  and  full 
play  in  every  department  of  human  life. 


What  the  world  needs,  has  always 
needed,  is  the  dominance  and  sway  in 
government,  in  industry,  in  politics,  in 
the  family  and  in  the  individual  life,  the 
love,  the  truth  and  the  righteousness  of 
God.  That  is  the  perfect  condition  of 
humanity ;  that  is  the  one  thing  for  men 
and  women  to<  seek.  In  order  to  do  this 
a  man  need  not  leave  his  business;  he 
need  not  give  up  anything  in  which  he  is 
concerned  that  in  itself  is  right  and  true. 
A  man  is  seeking  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  His  righteousness  if  he  is  nobly 
and  honestly  helping  on  the  work  of  life 
where  he  is. 

Now  is  it  true  that  if  a  man  makes  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness 
the  first  thing  in  life  he  is  more  likely 
to  attain  the  other  things  that  he  most 
desires?  Are  they  not,  as  a  general  rule, 
the  men  and  women  who  have  sought  the 
higher  things  first  who  have  best  suc- 
ceeded in  the  lower,  that  is,  in  gaining 
the  common  comforts  and  satisfactions  of 
life?  It  can  be  proved  as  a  general  pro- 
position that  those  who  live  nobly,  thereby 
keeping  the  intellectual,  the  moral,  the 
affectional  and  the  physical  faculties  and 
powers  in  the  best  condition,  have  the 
best  chance  to  attain  the  object  of  their 
search  and  to  find  success  and  happiness. 

If  we  study  the  history  of  human  great- 
ness, we  find  that  those  who  are  looked 
upon  as  the  highest  and  the  noblest,  are 
the  ones  who  have  sought  the  high  and 
fine  things  of  life.  This  is  true  in  all 
departments  of  human  life.  Those  who 
have  been  led  on  by  high  ideals,  those 
who  have  sought  the  righteousness  of  God 
and  rendered  service  to  their  fellows,  are 
they  whose  names  we  speak  with  love  and 
reverence.  The  popular  recognition  of 
the  world  agrees  with  the  words  of  Jesus  : 
it  is  they  that  have  served  generously  and 
lovingly  that  are  the  highest. 

Then,  in  the  quest  for  happiness,  it  fol- 
lows without  saying,  it  needs  no  argu- 
ment, that  the  man  who  is  physically, 
mentally,  morally  and  spiritually  sound, 
is  in  right  relation  to  his  fellow-men  and 
in  right  relation  to  God.  Out  of  such  a 
nature  must  come  a  larger  quantity  and 
a  higher  quality  of  that  music  which  we 
call  happiness.  The  highest  happiness  is 
that  which  comes  from  complete  develop- 
ment of  the  whole  man  and  the  conscious- 
ness that  he  is  of  service  to  the  well-being 
and  happiness  of  other  men.  In  this  way 
his  own  personal  happiness  is  multiplied 
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by  the  thousands,  perhaps  millions,  of  his 
fellows. 

By  making  the  Kingdom  of  God  and 
His  righteousness  the  first  thing  in  life, 
we  are  sure  to  attain  ultimate  and  per- 
sonal success.  If  a  person  becomes  a 
part  of  God's  plan  and  purpose,  he  cannot 
fail.  He     may     meet     misfortune,     his 

cherished  plans  may  seem  to  fail,  but  in 
the  highest  and  best  things,  the  things 
that  link  him  with  God,  he  is  secure.

CHARLES  DICKENS  AND  HIS  EMIGRANT  SHIP

A  dreary  midnight  hour  came  to  the 
Church  in  1837.  "  It  seemed  as  though 
all  the  powers  of  earth  and  hell  were 
combining  their  influence  in  an  especial 
manner  to  overthrow  the  Church  at  once 
and  make  a  final  end." 

In  this  dark  hour  Gcd  revealed  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  that  "  something 
new  must  be  done  for  the  salvation  of 
his  Church."  In  obedience  to  this  divine 
instruction  prominent  elders,  men  whose 
names  and  golden  deeds  brighten  the  an- 
nals of  the  Church,  were  called  and  set 
apart  by  the  spirit  of  prophecy  and  reve- 
lation, prayer  and  laying  on  of  hands  to 
organize  the  British  mission,  the  first 
foreign  mission  of  the  Church  in  the  last 
days.  "  Let  them  depart,"  said  the 
revelation,  "  to  go  over  the  great  waters, 
and  there  promulgate  my  gospel,  the  ful- 
ness thereof,  and  bear  record  of  my 
name." 

These  dauntless  soldiers  of  the  Cross 
went  on  their  way  with  willing  minds, 
bearing  the  precious  gospel  seed.  They 
toiled  in  the  prayer  of  faith.  The  door 
of  salvation  was  opened  to  the  people  of 
Great  Britain.  Truth  did  prevail.  Many 
thousands,  with  joy,  accepted  the  glad 
tidings. 

They  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  in 
joy.  He  that  goeth  forth  in  weeping, 

bearing  precious  seed,  shall  doubtless 
come  again  rejoicing,  bringing  his 
sheaves  with  him."     (Psalms  126:  5,  6.) 

"  Something  New." 

Thousands  of  members  bade  farewell  to 
their  fatherland  and  came  to  the  "  moun- 
tains of  Ephraim."  The  Church  was 
strengthened  and  refreshed  by  the  stream 
of    emigration    that    flowed  'from    lands 


across  the  seas  and  from  the  isles  of  the 
ocean.  That  was  something  new." 
These  emigrants  were  of  a  high  type. 
Their  great  qualities  of  mind  and  charac- 
ter won  place  for  them  in  the  ranks  of  the 
builders  of  western  commonwealths. 

Numbers  of  these  people  have  gone  to 
the  ends  of  the  earth  as  missionaries  to 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  mother  tongue  to 
their  fellow  creatures.  The  descendants 
of  these  messengers,  even  unto  the  third 
and  fourth  generations,  are  following  the 
noble  example  of  their  worthy  sires. 

From  August,  1860,  to  September, 
1864,  about  thirteen  thousand  Latter-day 
Saints  emigrated  from  Liverpool  to  the 
Salt  Lake  valley,  and  about  the  same 
number,  during  that  period,  united  with 
the  Church  by  baptism  in  the  European 
mission.       Those  were  Pentecostal  days. 

Dickens  Visits  Ship. 

The  ship,  Amazon,  sailed  from  London, 
June  4,  1863,  with  882  Mormon  emigrants 
on  board.  George  Q.  Cannon  was  the 
president  of  the  European  mission  at  that 
time.  He  was  also  the  shipping  agent 
for  the  Church.  Charles  Dickens,  the 

celebrated  author,  visited  the  Amazon  at 
the  London  docks  on  that  date  and  inter- 
viewed George  Q.   Cannon. 

The  eminent  British  novelist  made  such 
a  true  pen  picture  of  President  Cannon 
that  President  B.  H.  Roberts  stated  it 
was  "  worth  perpetuating."  The  story 
of  the  Mormon  emigrants,  told  in  minute 
and  clear  description  of  scene  and  charac- 
ter, show  the  amazing  powers  of  obser- 
vation the  famous  writer  possessed. 
What  Dickens  said  of  the  members  on  the 
Amazon  might  be  said,  with  equal  truth, 
of  the  Mormon  emigrants  from  Scandina- 
via and  other  European  countries. 
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The  story,  condensed,  from  "  The  Un- 
commercial Traveller,"  pages  285-304, 
follows  : — 

"  Bound  for  the  great  Salt  Lake.'' 

"  Behold  me  on  my  way  to  an  emigrant 
ship,  on  a  hot  morning  early  in  June  .  .  . 
I  go  aboard  my  emigrant  ship  .  .  .  No- 
body is  in  an  ill-temper,  nobody  is  the 
worse  for  drink,  nobody  swears  an  oath 
or  uses  a  coarse  word,  nobody  appears 
depressed,  nobody  is  weeping  and  down 
upon  the  deck,  in  every  corner  where  it 
is  possible  to  find  a  few  square  feet  to 
kneel,  crouch,  or  lie  in,  people,  in  every 
unsuitable  attitude  for  writing,  are  writ- 
ing letters. 

Now,  I  have  seen  emigrant  ships  before 
this  day  in  June.  And  these  people  are  so 
strikingly  different  from  all  other  people 
in  like  circumstances  whom  I  have  never 
seen,  that  I  wonder  aloud,  '  What  would 
a  stranger  suppose  these  emigrants  to 
be?  " 

"  The  vigilant  bright  face  of  the 
weather-browned  captain  of  the  Amazon 
is  at  my  shoulder,  and  he  says  '  What, 
indeed?  The  most  of  these  came  aboard 
yesterday    evening.  They   came   from 

various  parts  of  England,  in  small  parties 
that  had  never  seen  one  another  before. 
Yet  they  had  not  been  a  couple  of.  hours 
on  board  when  they  established  their  own 
police,  made  their  own  regulations,  and 
set  their  own  watches  at  all  the  hatch- 
ways. Before  9  o'clock,  the  ship  was  as 
orderly  and  as  quiet  as  a  man-of-war.'  .  . 

"  A  stranger  would  be  puzzled  to  guess 
the  right  name  for  these  people,  Mr.  Un- 
commercial,' say  the  captain. 

"  '  Indeed  he  would.' 

"  '  If  you  hadn't  known,  could  you  ever 
have  supposed  ....?' 

"  '  How  could  I?  I  should  have  said 
they  were,  in  their  degree,  the  pick  and 
flower  of  England.' 

"  '  So  should  I,'  says  the  captain. 

"  '  How  many  are  they?  ' 

"  '  Eight  hundred  in  round  numbers.' 
....  Eight  hundred  what?  .  .  .  EIGHT 
HUNDRED  MORMONS.  I,  Uncom- 
mercial Traveller  for  the  firm  of  Human 
Interest  Brothers,  had  come  aboard  this 
Emigrant  Ship  to  see  what  Eight  Hun- 
dred Latter- Day  Saints  were  like,  and  I 
found  them  (to  the  rout  and  overthrow  of 
all  my  expectations)  like  what  I  now  des- 
cribe with  scrupulous  exactness.

The  Mormon  agent  who  had  been 
active  in  getting  them  together,  and  in 
making  the  contract  with  my  friends  the 
owners  of  the  ship  to  take  them  as  far 
as  New  York  on  their  way  to  the  Great 
Salt  Lake,  was  pointed  out  to  me.  A 
compactly-made  handsome  man  in  black, 
rather  short,  with  rich  brown  hair  and 
beard,  and  clear  bright  eyes.  From  his 
speech, I  should  set  him  down  as  Ameri- 
can. Probably  a  man  who  had  '  knocked 
about  the  world  '  pretty  much.  A  man 
with  a  frank  open  manner,  and  unshrink- 
ing look;  withal  a  man  of  great  quick- 
ness. I  believe  he  was  wholly  ignorant 
of  my  uncommercial  individuality  and 
consequently  of  my  immense  uncommer- 
cial importance. 

UNCOMMERCIAL.  These  are  a  very 
fine  set  of  people  you  have  brought  here. 

MORMON  AGENT.  Yes,  sir,  they 
are  a  verv  fine  set  of  people. 

UNCOMMERCIAL  (looking  about). 
Indeed,  I  think  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  eight  hundred  people  together  any- 
where else,  and  find  so  much  beauty  and 
so  much  strength  and  eapaeitv  for  work 
among  them. 

MORMON  AGENT  (not  looking  about, 
but  looking  steadily  at  LIncommercial).  I 
think  so.  We  sent  out  about  a  thousand 
more,  yesterday,  from  Liverpool  .   .   . 

Among  all  the  fine  handsome  children, 
I  observed  but  two  with  marks  upon  their 
necks  that  were  probably  scrofulous.  Out 
of  the  whole  number  of  emigrants,  but 
one  old  woman  was  temporarily  set  aside 
by  the  Doctor,  on  suspicion  of  fever;  but 
even  she  afterwards  obtained  a  clean  bill 
of  health 

I  afterwards  learned  that  a  despatch 
was  sent  home  by  the  Captain  before  he 
struck  out  into  the  wide  Atlantic,  highly 
extolling  the  behaviour  of  these  emi- 
grants, and  the  perfect  order  and  proprie- 
ty of  all  their  social  arrangements.  What 
is  in  store  for  the  poor  people  on  the 
shores  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  what  happy 
delusions  they  are  labouring  under  now, 
on  what  miserable  blindness  their  eyes 
may  be  opened  then,  I  do  not  pretend 
to  say.  But  I  went  on  board  their  ship 
to  bear  testimony  against  them  if  they 
deserved  it,  as  I  fullv  believed  they 
would ;  to  my  great  astonishment,  they 
did  not  deserve  it ;  and  my  predispositions 
and  tendencies  must  not  affect  me  as  an 
honest  witness.  I  went  over  the  Atna- 
zo7i's   side,  feeling  it  impossible  to  deny 
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that,  so  far,  some  remarkable  influence 
had  produced  a  remarkable  result,  which 
better  known  influences  have  olten 
missed. 

In    a   footnote    to    the    foregoing    Mr. 
Dickens  adds  : 

"  After  this  Uncommercial  Journey  was 
printed,  I  happened  to  mention  the  ex- 
perience it  describes  to  Lord  Houghton. 
That  gentleman  then  showed  me  an  article 
of  his  writing,  in  the  Edinburgh  Review 
for  January,  1862,  which  is  highly  re- 
markable for  its  philosophical  and  literary 
research,  concerning  these  Latter-day 
Saints.  I  find  in  it  the  following  sen- 
tences :  '  The  Select  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons  on  emigrant  ships  for 
1854  summoned  the  Mormon  agent  and 
passenger  broker  before  it,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  no  ships  under  the 
provisions  of  the  '  Passengers  Act  '  could 
be  depended  upon  for  comfort  and  security 
in  the  same  degree  as  those  under  his  (the 
Mormon  agent's)  administration.  The 
Mormon  ship  is  a  family  under  strong  and 
accepted  discipline,  with  every  provision 
for  comfort,  decorum,  and  internal 
peace.'  "

What  my  Faith  means  to  me

So  far  as  man's  ante-mortal  state 
is  concerned,  I  rejoice  in  the  revealed 
truth  that  man  was  in  the  beginning  with 
the  Father. 

The  soul  that  rises  with  us — 
Our  life's  star — 
Hath  had  elsewhere  its 
Setting  and  cometh  from  afar. 
Not  in  entire  forgeti'ulness, 
Nor  yet  in  utter  nakedness, 
But  trailing  clouds  of  glory 
Do  we  come 
From  God  who  is  our  home." 


My  faith  means  an  unfailing  guide 
through  this  present  existence,  a  linal  so- 
lution to  life's  perplexing  problems.  It 
teaches  me  that  only  through  individual 
effort  may  true  success  and  happiness  be 
obtained.  There  is  no  blessing  based  upon 
another's  excellency.  Every  one  must 

work  out  his  own  salvation.  Life  is  a 
garden  in  which  each  person  gathers  the 
flowers  and  fruits  from  the  seed  he 
plants.  An  abundant  harvest  is  the  result 
only  of  pains-taking,  intelligent  effort.

Man  is  in  spirit  literally  the  offspring  of 
Deity  and  as  such,  by  obedience  to  the 
law  of  life  and  being,  may  become  in  all 
essential  characteristics  and  power  like 
unto  the  Father.

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Our  Greatest  Need 

Suppose  a  stranger  were  to  ask  you 
to  tell  him  what  is  your  greatest  need, 
what  would  your  answer  be?  May  we 
not  assume  with  considerable  assurance 
that  the  questioner  would  get  about  as 
many  different  answers  as  there  were 
people    questioned?  But   if   you  knew 

the  questioner  and  his  point  ot  view  and 
his  purpose  your  answer  would  probably 
be  influenced  by  this  knowledge ;  out  even 
then  there  would  likely  be  a  wide  differ- 
ence in  the  answers  received,  if  a  large 
number  of  people  were  questioned.  in 
fact,  there  is  no  doubt  of  this.  Is  this 
not  an  evidence  that  people  do  not  possess 
and  prize  the  world's  greatest  need — faith 
in  God?  How  many  of  us  really  possess 
this  greatest  need?  Very  tew,  un- 
doubtedly. 

What  are  the  conditions  necessary  for 
genuine     faith?  There     are      several, 

among  them  being  a  correct  idea  of  the 
nature  and  personality  of  God  and  a  sin- 
cere desire  to  approach  Him  worthily, 
that  is,  in  purity  and  cleanliness  of  heart 
and  mind. 

If  the  world  had  a  genuine  faith  in 
the  true  and  living  God  it  could  be  said 
with  much  truth  that  heaven  is  here  on 
earth.  The  troubles  of  this  sorely  dis- 
tressed world  would  disappear.  Peace, 
plenty  and  security — the  desire  of  all  men 
— would  be  the  possession  of  every  people 
in  every  land.  This  implies,  of  course, 
that  genuine  faith  cannot  fully  exist  apart 
from  saintly  conduct.  This  fact  should 
be  in  the  consciousness  of  every  profess- 
ing Christian,  particularly  in  the  consci- 
ousness of  every  Latter-day  Saint. 

In  the  sense  herein  used  faith  is  very 
much  more  than  mere  shadowy  belief.  It 
is  that  attitude  of  mind  and  heart  that 
has  broken  down  the  barriers  between 
God  and  His  faithful  children,  enabling 
them  to  approach  Him  acceptably  and 
with  no  reservations.  In  this  sense  faith 
is  rare.  Were  it  not  so  the  fruits  of 
faith  would  be  more  abundant — more  love, 
more  good -will,  more  tolerance  and 
charity,  more  good  works,  more  manifes- 
tations of  the  Spirit,  more  righteousness ; 
thus  more  real  saints. 

This  sick  world  is  perishing  from  a 
lack  of  faith.       These  are  critical  times. 


Statesmen  and  rulers  are  in  uneasy  seats. 
Wars  threaten,  sorrows  and  troubles  and 
uncertanties  multiply,  misery  and  distress 
stalk  abroad  and  all  the  world  is  gripped 
with  fear.  Why?  Because  the  world 
has  forgotten  God  and  Satan  is  dominant 
in  the  affairs  of  men ;  hence  evil  passions 
— wickedness —  rule.  There  could  be  no 
more  wars,  either  between  nations  or 
within  nations,  if  Satan  were  not  ruling. 
Any  nation  or  group  of  people  that  makes 
war  is  yielding  to  the  devil,  the  enemy  of 
all  righteousness,  the  maker  and  lover  of 
lies,  the  fiend  that  delights  in  the  misery 
and  suffering  of  human  souls — God's 
children. 

But  these  children  are  not  blameless. 
With  God's  help  they  can  resist  the  devil 
and  overcome  evil.  If  they  choose  not 
to  do  this  they  must  suffer  the  conse- 
quences. They  cannot  shift  the  blame 
to  other  shoulders.

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Church  Wide  News 

First  meeting  held  by  the  Church  in 
Kirtland  temple  in  the  past  hundred  years 
was  conducted  there,  19th  July.  Elder 
Melvin  J.  Ballard,  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  was  the  principal  speaker  at  the 
services,  attended  by  86  members  of  the 
Church  and  50  members  of  the  reorga- 
nized church,  which  has  owned  the  tem- 
ple in  Ohio  for  several  years.  Elder 
Ballard,  at  the  time,  was  returning  to 
Salt  Lake  City  from  the  Book  of  Mormon 
monument  unveiling  ceremonies  at  Hill 
Cumorah.  The  Kirtland  temple  was  the 
first  temple  erected  by  the  Church  in  this 
dispensation. 

Pony  Express  diamond  jubilee  was 
celebrated  21st  August,  in  Utah,  and  six 
other  western  states  through  which  the 
route  followed,  with  the  riding  in  relays 
of  Boy  Scouts  over  the  old  trail.  An 
International  radio  broadcast  over  the 
facilities  of  the  Columbia  Broadcasting 
system  was  given  from  Salt  Lake  City. 
Arrangements  for  the  re-run  through  the 

23  stations  of  the  "  express  "  in  Utah 
were  under  the  direction  of  Elder  George 
Albert  Smith,  of  the  Council  of  Twelve, 
president  of  Utah  Trails  and  Landmarks 
Association.  Among  the  stalwart  father; 
of  the  pony  express  who  were  honoured 
was  the  Irish  born  Howard  Egan,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  company  of  Latter-day 
Saint  Pioneers.  He  chartered  and  started 
much  of  the  frontier  method  of  carrying 
the  mails  in  relays  on  ponies. 

Racing  for  the  first  time  on  Utah's  salt 
beds,  Sir  Malcolm  Campbell  realized  his 
ambition  of  bettering  300'  miles  per  hour 
in  land  speed  by  averaging  301.337  miles 
per  hour,  4th  September.  In  a  transatlan- 
tic telephone  message,  Sir  Malcolm  told 
the  Daily  Telegraph  of  the  kindness  of  the 
Utah  people.  He  said  :  "  I  am  out  in  the 
desert   miles   from   anywhere.  Yet   the 

homely,  hospitable  people  of  Utah  have 
travelled  for  miles  into  the  desert  to  cheer 
me."  Only  two  days  before  Sir  Malcolm's 
record  run,  Ab  Jenkins,  Latter-day  Saint 
driver  from   Salt  Lake  City,   bettered  the 

24  hour  record  of  John  Cobb,  of  London, 
by  averaging  slightly  more  than  135  miles 
per  hour. 

Elder  Arthur  Winter,  at  present  chief 
clerk  in  the  office  of  the  First  Presidency, 
and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Church 
Board  of  Education,  has  set  a  record  of 


having  worked  in  the  offices  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  fifty- 
two  years.
